Pearl Jam most 
notably, have begun selling copies of 
their concerts just moments after the 
show is over. This gives fans a more 
intimate and personal connection with 
the music they're purchasing, consid- 
ering they were there as the show was 
performed and now have a way t 
remember it exact! \ as it happened. 

And this is where the music indus- 
try is heading. Focus will shift from 
studio-made album sates to concert- 
album sales and most studio produc- 
tions will be sold on the Internet b\ 
the band's label, perhaps with an 
added incentive of discounted tickets 
for when that particular band come 

to your area. 

The r e for e , the demand for concert 

albums will rise with the increase of 
attendance at show s and cd producers 
will hope to manufacture eds with 
encryption that cannot be copied, to 
keep concert eds rare and unique.

This past yi Fmcrson 
Hari. lead singer of Ionic, put 
on a show at the Jupiter B. 
and Grill. Ionic is a well- 
known national act and the 
show was promoted using the 
group's name to draw in spec- 
tators. But. being that it was 
only the lead singer perform- 
ing, people were apparently 
iroubed ihat they may not 
know any of the songs. All in 
all. about 30 to -K) people 
showed up. 

St >me of the groups people 
in tow n seem to always enjoy 
are Seventeenth Floor. The 
Cover Girls. Velcro Pigmies, 
or Ugli Stick. These groups 
draw crowds in drou 
because they stick to lop -40 
radio hits and safe classic hit 
Plus, they are great at what 
they do.
